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A Big Western Problem 


It is, of course, merely a trite ob- 
servation, and a*statement of what 
everybody knows, to declare that the 
Western Prairie Provinces of Canada 
have many difficult problems to solve 
in order to promote their maximum 


growth in population, wealth and gen- 
eral development. Neither time nor 
space would permit of even a mere 


recapitulation of these varied and} ; 
complex problems, not to speak of an|bined knowledge of the agricultural 


affects the credit of our people, stops 
railway development, cripples business 
and imposes heavy burdens tipon mun- 
icipalities and governments. Some- 
thing better than the provision of tem- 
porary relief to the direct sufferers 
must be found. 

Those who are perhaps best quali- 
fied to judge, believe the only solu- 
tion is to be found in a radical change 
in farming methods in these districts, 
and the substitution of other crops, 
in part at least, for the all grain crops 
which have, for the most part, been 
attempted in the past, It is asserted 
that even in these drought afflicted 
areas, a few farmers have been able 
to succeed, where the majority have 
failed, by reason of the fact that they 
followed other methods. 

In the years of drought, there was 
not only failure of grain: crops. but 
also of grass, with the result that 
there was neither food for man nor 
feed for stock. On the other hand, 
some farmers were successful ever in 
these years of lack of moisture in 
raising green corn and other kinds of 
feed for stock when even the grasses 
failed. What they succeeded in do- 
ing, their neighbors could also do. 

It is suggested, therefore, and wise- 
ly it would seem, that steps should be 
taken to bring the actual experience 
of these men, and the methods fol- 
lowed by them, to. the knowledge of 
the people generally in the districts 
referred to, not by books or pamph- 
lets, but by these men telling the 
story of their experiences and success 
to groups of farmers throughout-these 
areas. 

It is also being urged that the com- 


intelligent consideration of even a few experts of the country should be 


of them, 

Asked to name the first and fore- 
most question demanding attention by 
the people of the West, would, no 
doubt, be as varied as they would in- 
teresting. Some would say a larger 
population in order to develop the 
country, increase their production, and 
assist to bear the expense of the pub- 
lic services. Others would urge full 
pfovincial control of the natural re- 
sources in order that they might be 
developed for use. Others, again, 
would lay emphasis. upon the assimi- 
lation of the foreign-born into a broad 
and true Canadian citizenship, Better 
achools and a more general education 
for all classes would be advocated. 
Some would say tariff reform, or 
cheaper money, were the main essen- 
tials to a betterment of conditions; 
while others, again, would lay stress 
upon social, moral and religious is- 
sues. Some prattical minds would 
say more branch lines of railways, 
better roads, and a general improve- 
ment in all means of transportation. 

And to a greater or less degree all 
these things are necessary to the wel- 
fare, growth and prosperity of- the 
Prairie Provinces. There can be no 
question about that. But at the pres- 
ent time there looms up a problem, 
the solution of which would first ap- 
pear to be necessary without loss of 
time if many of these other questions 
are to be satisfactorily settled. And 
in some respects it is the most diffi- 
cult of all‘’our problems. 

We refer to the need of solving ‘the 


disastrous conditions, confronting 
thousands of settlers by reason of the 
drought which has afflicted sections 
of the West during the last three 
years. So long as these conditions 
continue a black eye is given to im- 
migration to this country because the 
bad advertisement thus given western 
Canada abroad has an adverse effect 
on the securing of that larger popu- 


brought to bear in an effort to solve 
this problem. 

These experts and scientific agricul- 
turists on experimental farms and 
elsewhere have evolved earlier ripen- 
ing varieties of grain in order to es- 
cape the loss occasioned by frosts. 
Along this line they have met with 
splendid success and the loss 
‘from frost, which formerly was 
a constant dread of the farmer, 


has been enormously decreased. 


Has the time not arrived when the 
energies of all these men should be 
turned into the channel of endeavor- 
ing to evolve a drotght-resisting var- 
iety of wheat and other grains? 

There are countries even more ser- 
iously affected with drought than wes- 
tern Canada, which, nevertheless, are 
succeeding agriculturally. Surely 
from these lands varieties of grains 
can be secured to be tested experi- 
mentally here. 

Something must be done, and done 
soon, to create new conditions in the 
areas. referred to, or else they will 
have to be abandoned as unfitted for 
agricultural settlement, with all’ that 
will mean, not only in individual loss 
to the people there, but to the whole 
country. It is impossible to go on, 
hoping against hope that “next year’ 
will yield a crop, and, in the event of 
disappointment reliance upon the gov- 
ernment for food, fuel, clothing and 
next season’s seed, and the removal 
-of stock to greener pastures. The 
country has about reached the end of 


this unsatisfactory policy; something

Saskatchewan Department of Educa- 
tion Is Encouraging Good 
Work 
One of the aims of the Saskatche- 
wan Department of Education ‘during 
the past few years has been in the 
organization of school exhibitions by 
pupils, both in the cities and in the 
rural districts, throughout the prov- 
ince, In them are shown samples of 
work turned out by the children and 
the spirit of competition aroused is 
proving especially beneficial. Where 
boys and girls clubs are in existence 
club fairs are held in connection with 

the school exhibition. 

Last year over two hundred exhibi- 
tions by schools were held and this 
year already shows a substantial ad- 
vance over the number of centres org- 
anized in 1919; the Education Depart- 
ment set their objective for 1920 as 
250 school exhibition centres. 

It is the policy of the department 
of education to send at least one judge 
or speaker to each of the school ex- 
hibitions held, and, with very few ex- 
ceptions, judges and speakers were 
provided for the exhibitions last year. 
These added very greatly to the inter- 


est and the value of these gatherings. | 


In addition to this outside help, the 
\school inspectors in whose territory 
ithe exhibition is held invariably at- 


hillside, turned from the road,/tends, and it is largely due to their 


efforts that the movement has attain- 
ed its present success.

Seed Peas in Alberta 


Alberta Farmer Receives Contract 
From U. S. Seed House 


As a result of a visit of the repres- 
entative of a large United States seed 
company to Brooks and the surround- 
ing district for the purpose of inves- 
tigating the possibilities of growing 
seed peas on the irrigated lands of 
Southern Alberta, a contract has been 
placed with Henry Davis to grow fifty 
acres of peas on his farm at Rose- 
mary, AWrerta, this year. 

The representative of the seed house 
was very well pleased with the soil 
and water conditions throughout the 
district. He visited many farmers in 
the neighborhood of Brooks, Duch- 
ess and Rosemary. If planted by 
farmers who understand irrigation, he 
is of the opinion that good paying 
crops of peas should be grown on the 
irrigated farms there. 

Mr. Davis, with whom the contract 
for the planting of fifty acres of peas 
has been made, caine to Alberta from 
Rigby, Idaho, where he had had some 
experience with the growing ofgseed 
peas. . He knows how and when to 
use water to get the best results with 
this crop. His experiment will be 
watched with great interest, and if it 
turns out as successfully as there is 
reason to anticipate it will, the grow- 
ing of seed peas should become gen- 
erd# in the district. 

In the irrigated areas of Idaho con- 
siderable areas of land are devoted to 
the growth of seed peas, which has 
proved a very profitable crop, and the 
handling of the seed is an important 
industry. Conditions near Brooks are 
said to be similar to those in Idaho, 
if not more favorable.

London. Herbert H. Asquith, for- 


mer premier and advocate of a one- 
parliament Ireland, took issue in the 
house of commons 


on the home 
rule question with Premicr Lloyd 
George, whose plan for two parlia- 


ments for Ireland Mr. Asquith has 
characterized as absolutely unaceept- 
able. 

Particular interest is centered in 
the contest between the premicr and 
former premier, both of whom aspire 
te the leadership of the liberal party. 
But as yet they have not come to 
grips. 

The fact that. agitation is so wide- 
spread in Ireland at the present time 
lends added interest to the ultimate 
outcome of the bill now “before the 
house, but the real fight will not be 
on until the committee stage has been 
reached, 


Mr.. Asquith spoke against the 
bill, but contrary to expectations, 
Lloyd George deferred his temarks 
until later. 

For the moment proceedings 
fail to arouse much _ excitement, 
The arguments take two directions, 


from the opponents of the bill that 
yt is uscless to press the measure as 
it is certain to be contemptuously re- 
jected by the Irish people, and from 
the supporters of the bill, that to 
grant self-determination under exist- 
ing conditions would be equivalent to 
consenting to the proclamation of an 
Irish republic, which no sane govern- 
ment could permit. 

After the principal speakers, Mr. 
Asquith and Andrew Bonar Law, the 
debate was confincd to minor mem- 
bers. The hope that Sir Edward Car- 
gon, the Ulster Unionist Leader, 
would speak was not fulfilled.

speech, Dr. Reid, minister of railways 


|laid before the house the first annual 


| budget of the government railway 


system since its inauguration, His 
Statement has been daily waited and 
was followed with interest by all sides 
of the house. 

He gave in detail the financial re- 
sult of the year’s operations, outlined 
the needs of the road in the future; 
Stated their program for the coming 
year. It discussed the vital question 
of the suggested increase in freight 
rates. 

The year’s work showed an operat- 
ing deficit on government roads of 


| $14,000,000, namely? Canadian North- 


ern, $6,500,000; I.C.R. and Transcon- 
tinental, $7,500,000. To this there has 
been added $19,000,000 for fixed char- 
ges or a total deficit for the year (in- 
cluding fixed charges) of $33,000,000, 

In comparison the operating deficit 
of the roads in 1918 (the Canadian 
Northern was then in private hands) 
was $2,134,000. 

Revenue, too, had advanced nearly 
$12,000,000. But, so Dr. Reid explain- 
ed to the house, operating expenses 
had increased from $84,000,000 to 
practically $108,000;000. The advance 
in operating expenses were largely due 
to increases in wages granted under 
the McAdoo award, 

In all this, however, Dr, Reid did 
not take the Grand Trunk Pacific (of 
which the government is in ‘posses- 
sion as receiver) into account. The 
Grand Trunk Pacific, Dr, Reid intim- 
ated, would be the subject of another 
statement later, but he indicated a to- 
tal loss to the road last year of $14,- 
000,000, as follows: Operating loss, 
$5,500,000; fixed charges, $8,500,000, 

Thus deficit on all lines for the 
year, including the G.T.P., including 
both capital charges and operating 
loss, totalled $47,000,000, 

From deficits Dr. Reid passed to 
suggest increases in freight rates, It 
is in this regard, probably that his 
whole statement will awaken the 
widest public interest. There was the 
point to be considered, he said, that 
any increase of rates on government 
lines would apply equally well to the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. Should 
therefore, Dr. Reid asked, freight 
rates be generally increased for the 
particular purpose of enabling the 
Canadian National railway system to 
mecet operating expenses and fixed 
charges?

“Whether,” Dr. Reid pursued, “we 
shall take $88,000,000 in increased 
freight rates out of the people of 
Canada, to show a surplus for the 
National system, which I myself am 
not prepared to take the responsibility 
of deciding either one way or the 
other,” He would. leave it to the 
consideration of the house and the 
people of Canada.

Steamer Halvat Pioneer Craft in

A repott fromm Sweden  thag. the 
Swedish Commercial & Shippif®Co, 
is planning another trading venture 
next summer.in Siberian waters, in- 
digates that the steamer.

Manitoba has forty-four creameries, 
vith 22,000 milk and cresm shippeis, 
and present indications tor increased 
production of dairy products in the 
province are exceedingly encouraging. 

During the year 1919 a number ot 
new silos were erected at different 
These have 
been filled with corn, green oats, and 
peas, which makes a succulent and 
good cheap feed for milch cows. 

The total value of dairy products 
for the year amounted to $16,789,892,51 
The increased production, combined 
with the increased price, amounted to 
$5,001,719.25. The increase in dairying 
is more noticeable in the Southern 
part of the province, where grain 
growing has been carried on for 25 
or 30 years, There appears to be a 
marked change towards more mixed 
farming in this part of Manitoba.
